tion of the Peace, 1uch are High-Conſtables, 
Petty-Conſtables, Headboroughs, Borſhol- 
ders,and Tythingmen; the Office of all theſe 
fatter is one and the ſame, only different in 
Title, according to the cuſtome of the Coun- 
trey; .in Afadleſex, belides . the High- 
Conſtables of the Hundreds, they have I 
Petty-Conſtables and Headboroughs in the v 
- ,reſpeRtive Pariſhes, :and they are in num- 
'ber more of lels, according to the greatneſs: 
or ſmalneſs ofthe Pariſh; in Kent theſe P 
Officers of the Pariſhes arecalled Borſhold- 
.ers; but.in Hampſhire and all the Weſtern 
- parts ,Tythingmen,. and their diviſions of. 
Pariſhes Tythings; in S»ſſex the Hundreds 
are called Rapes; and in the North, Ridings WS 
and Wapentakes. | 
There was antiently in England a great 
Officer called the High Conſtable of Eng- Fn 
land, and he kept an Office (which is ſup- Fu 
poſed to come-hither with WWellam the Con- Fc 
Some out 'of Normandy ) or Court, called Fro! 
e-Conſtables Court, or the Conrt of-the-F-01 
gp Conhans, wherein he had authority Ithc 
to-hear and determine Contracts touching; ot 
deeds of Armes out of the. Realm;. and to || B 
- termine all things concerning War m__ 
c

the Realm; as Combats, Blazon, Armo- 
ry, &c. but not to deal with Battel-in ap- 
peals, that belonging to the Common Law 
of the Land. 

Amongſt the reſt of the CongueronrsLaws
